Molson Stadium, October 8. —

Will Describe Role ol Youth

A picture of the future facing 
war-torn Spain will be present- 
ed on Tlnirsclay at 5.30 in the 
Union Ballroom when two Span- 
ii?h delegates to the Vassar 
World Youth Congress will 
speak to McGill students. Con- 
stance Kyle and Manuel Azca- 
rati, the delegates will speak on 
the subject, "What Faces 
Spain?" ]\Iiss Kyle, a graduate 
of Smith College, directed work 
in the American Homes For Re- 
fugee Children maintained by 
the Medical Bureau in Spain. 
Manuel Azcarati, the son of the 
Spanish Ambassador to England, 
fought on the Madrid and Tcr- 
uel fronts and is a member of 
the executive of the Unified So- 
cialist Youth, the largest body 
of youth in Spain. 

The two speakers will stress the 
role played by the youth of Spain 
in the present situation, and their 
effect on the struggle for Spanish 
democracy. A picture of what the 
students are doing and the effects 
on the universities and on other 
similar institutions will be included 
in the speeches. 

/ Delegates Tour. 
The entire Spanish delegation has 
split, up into small groups which 
are ; touring- the . United States, and 
Canada, as have the Chinese, 
Czechoslovakian and other delega- 
tions. The Montreal tour is under 
the auspices of The Mrntreal Youth 
Council, and includes an address at 
the Fairmount-St Giles Church. A 
member of The Youth Council will 
also speak at McGill. The two speak- 
ers will also be guests at a lunch- 
eon in their honour on Thursday 
noon at Strathcona Hall 6y the So 
cial Problems Club. 

Public interest has again been 
focussed on Spain due to the cessa 
tion of a general war scare in 
Europe. The token withdrawal of 
ten thousand Italian troops by Mus- 
solmi, and the dissolution of the 
International Brigade by the Loyal- 
ists, lend added interest to the 
speech.

In order to reassure the 
Freshmen, no vast audience or echo- 
ing halls will intimidate them; the 
orators will speak in a tnendly 
atmosphere, to a small audience of 
members of the Debating Union and 
friends. 

' On the morning of the competi- 
tion, the resolution to be debated 
will be announced in the Daily. 
Contestants may choose either side 
to debate on. The time alloted to 
each speaker to present his case 
will be five minutes and the order 
in which the speakers are to de- 
bate will be chosen by lot. Contest- 
ants will not be permitted to hear 
the arguments of those preceding 
them. 

The speakers will not be judged 
primarily by the amount of mater- 
ial presented but from the stand- 
point of general comprehension of 
the subject, language and general 
delivery.

MONTREAL CHEMIST 
SUCCUMBS SUNDAY 



M. C. Coll McFee, B.A., M.Sc, 
F.C.I.C., prominent McGill graduate 
and well-known in chemical circles 
in Montreal, died in the Western 
Division of the Montreal General 
Hospital on Sunday morning. 

Mr. McFee was the youngest son 
of the late Coll McFee, grain broker, 
and his wife, Julia Anderson. He 
was a graduate of McGill and, after 
completion of his scholastic work, 
devoted several years to the study 
of the chemistry of electroplating 
and electrodeposition of metals. 
After teaching chemistry, first as a 
demonstrator at McGill and*later as 
night school teacher at- Montreal 
Technical Institute, he took a course 
at Pennsylvania University and sub- 
sequently studied electrical engi- 
neering at McGill in order to ac- 
quire electrical knowledge of heip 
in his researches in electroplatmg. 
He also studied food chemistry, cel- 
lulose chemistry and various other 
branches of industrial chemistry. 

For many years he was head" of 
the chemistry department of Mont- 
real High School, in which position 
he succeeded Dr. J. T. Donald. In 
association with Prof. N. Evans he 
produced a laboratory manual used 
in a number of schools. He was for 
some years secretary of the Mont- 
real section of the Society for Che- 
mical Industry and at the time of 
his death he was chairman of the 
reception committee of that body. 
He was active on the Montreal dis- 
trict executive of the Canaaian In- 
stitute of Chemistry, and was chair- 
man of the Science Survey Com- 
mittee of the Canadian Association. 

Outside- of professional activities, 
he was superintendent of St. Mar- 
tin's Sunday School, and a member 
of the Canadian Club. He is sur- 
vived by three sisters. Misses Julia, 
Minnie and Alice James. The 
funeral service will take place on 
Wednesday afternoon at 2 o'clock, 
at St. Martin's Church;

ECONOMICALAMITY 



It is our disagreeable duty to report that 
prosperity is now well under way. We may 
shortly expect to suffer a period of prosperity 
such as the world has never known. At any 
rate, all the evidence points to the rapid advent 
of good times for business. 

For example, prices are rising, and this 
phenomenon is the inevitable concomitant of 
a boom. A glance at certain important events 
at McGill in the last two or three years gives 
us a fairly accurate picture of what is to come, 
and the prospect is a melancholy one. 

In the term 1935-36, there occurred the first 
threat of recovery. With unusual promptitude 
(they are not so quick when it comes to hand- 
ing out money, even to worthy student enter- 
prises) the Council persuaded a supine student 
body to permit the University Fee to be in- 
creased by three dollars— or was it five? 
, It was at the end of the following year, if 
our memory serves us aright, that the Union 
House Committee announced an increase of 
five cents on every meal purchased in the cafe- 
teria, while, the quantity and quality of the 
food remained unchanged and the intellectual 
standard of conversation was neither higher 
nor (if that were possible) lower than it had 
been. To justify themselves, the Committee 
distributed to customers an elaborately pre- 
pared mimeographed report on the rising price 
of foodstuffs. Obviously, since other things 
remained equal, prosperity alone was directly 
responsible for this dastardly snatching of 
nickels from the slenderly lined sporran of 
the student. 

Even that hollow mockery of a recession 
at the end of 1937 failed to bring about a re- 
moval of the former increases in 'student ex- 
penses. Prosperity and high prices had come, 
like parasitic poor relations, to stay and con- 
sume our all, our meagre store. 

Now comes news that the King and Queen 
will visit this country next year. As happened 
during the coronation, business will boom, 
prosperity will be set firmly in the saddle, 
where it will ride poor students to death. 

PROSPERITY DREADED 

Why need students fear prosperity? Every- 
where there will be talk of excess profits, 
manufacturers will rub their pudgy hands, 
union workingmen will demand higher wages, 
even the farmer may raise a feeble whoop as 
the price of wheat goes up. Everywhere save 
in the universities will there be rejoicing and 
•fat living, for the effect of prosperity upon 
student life is nothing less than calamitous 
from the economist's point of view. 

An exhaustive study of university life in all 
ages, with particular reference to the works of 
Francois Villon and Rabelais, to the history of 
McGill, to the Boy's Own Paper, to back issues 
of the Daily, the Newgate Calendar, the Police 
Gazette, and similar revelations, has convinc- 
ed us that the "type" student, selected as the 
orthodox economists selected their Robinson 
Crusoe, is possessed of one essential character- 
itic: a perennial shortness of liquid resources 
in the form of legal lender. The Student Let- 
ter to Dad was exactly the same in the middle 
ages as it is today. Its constant strain has 
been a demand for money, although we admit 
that there have been ingenious variations on 
this theme. 

The fact is that the average student is in 
the position of the French rentier whose in- 
come is small and fixed, regardless of change 
in general economic conditions. It may arrivé 
from home in driblets throughout thé term; 
it may consist of a bank account stocked- from 
the student's hard-earned summer savings. In 
the first case, sprees will never be very wild 
and they will be very tame indeed If the price 
of necessities goes up very far, but they will 
be fairly evenly distributed throughout thé 
year. In the second case, the student in normal 
years lives the life of Reilly while hè can, and 
^then tightens up his belt, and of course, in 
prosperous years, the rising cost of living will 
sadly reduce poor Billy's life span, and make 
the lean months still leaner and longer. 

WANTS INFINITE 

There are those who are of thé opinion that 
this life of hardship is a good thing for the 
student's character. It teaches him the value 
of money, say the stern parents, The econo- 
mist is not concerned with the student's morals, 
but he is compéllèd to point out to the stern 
parents that by giving their son and heir an 
advanced education, they are- multiplying his 
wants infinitely and making his tastes expen- 
sive. The university man is a good consumer, 
and he would bé thé answer to a manufactur- 
er's prayerv were his assets more proportionate 
to his desires. The student is known to be 
a connoisseur of wine and women, a devotee 
of the highbrow theatre and music, addicted 
■to the adornment of his person regardless of 
cost, and one who sets 'himself apart from 
common men by the cultivation ol straggling 
growths on the visag* 

In short, the student will spend all he can, 
even If his parents or employers show no more 
tendencies to make advances than a maiden 
haggard with virtue. When cafeteria prices go 
up, he will do something drastic like eating 
at the Pit, or will do without meals éntirély 
rather than cease entertaining the girl friend 
at the classiest jernts in town. Starvation or 
frustration, whichever course the student may 
piirsue, there will be a decline in his standard 
of living. He. will be compelled to live less 
iu$uiiau5ly«..-tbaa jQ .t}}« .in^er to s/hLch. be 



hBSi^n^accustdmed. Such a descent is alto- 
geth(^to'ïfi?''8î^ôred, as even the communist 
student will agree, provided he's still human. 

We do not claim that the Students' Council 
and the Union House Committee were mis- 
guided in raising the prices of their respective 
services and goods. They moved in accord 
with the implacable logic of economic law, 
and their timing was almost perfect. There 
is no real remedy for the situation. Even if 
student incomes were raised in proportion to 
each advance in the cost of living, it must be 
remembered that student wants increase (at 
least) as the square of the increase in their 
resources. The student is bullish by nature. 
He gambles cheerfully on a progressive better- 
ment in his economic condition. The only 
thing to do is to indulge the pious hope that 
depression will return shortly, and that hard 
times are just around the co^^^;;, 



MOVIE REVIEWS 



HIS MAJESTY'S THEATRE 
"Damaged Goods" from the play by Eugene 
Brieux, adapted by Upton Sinclair.

•'damaged GOODS'i is a sincere effort to 
put before the public the truth about the pre- 
valence and danger of venereal disease. In 
co-operation with recent attempts in thé United 
States, the film endeavours to effect a saner 
and more understanding attitude towards this 
social menace. It points out that tuberculosis 
was oncé considered unmentionable, and under 
such conditions no advance could be made in 
combatting it. Once the subject escaped from 
traditional taboos, stéps w«re taken to réduce 
the numbers of its victims. The public attitude 
towards venereal disease is now at the stage 
where ignorance and intolerance increase the 
danger. 

In so far as the picture is meant to be edu- 
cational, it fulfills its purpose. As a work of 
art, it leaves somewhat to be desired. The in- 
formation, besides being reliable, is presented 
clearly and without subtlety. The emphasis is 
so obviously placed on this, however, tiiat the 
dramatic possibilities of the originfti stage-play 
are almost entirely overlooked. The atmos- 
phere of the film is completely American, and 
the statistics used are those of New York State. 

The second feature of the programme is "Girl 
of the Limberlost" with Jean Parker, and Eric 
Linden. There is a probably intentional con- 
trast between the modernity and timeliness of 
"Damaged Goods" and the sugar-coated melo- 
drama of this girlhood classic. The scenic back- 
grounds are Idyllic; the young heroine comes 
through trial and tribulation with her innocent 
soul unspotted: the villain is foiled and meets 
the end he so richly deserves: and young love 
wins out at it should.

Cabot Foundation for research into 
improving and increasing the coun- 
try's cellulose supply, this auxin is 
especially important. With this new 
substance it is possible to propa- 
gate hybrids of some particular 
characteristic which is necessary 
for commercial uses, whereas form- 
erly, such trees would have to be 
reproduced by mixed pollination 
every time. Now it is possible to 
take a cutting of the tree, once 
created, and to make unlimited 
replantings. 

There is also an application of 
this substance in the growing of 
certain types of seedless oranges 
and fruits, which formerly were so 
hard to reproduce that they could 
not be put on the market. Now it 
will be quite easy to grow them in 
some quantity. 

The second principal application 
is in treating seeds of grains before 
they are planted. This treatment, 
in all tests in the laboratory, ■ in- 
creased the quality and size of the 
resulting plants. However, this 
runs into complications if it is tried 
on a large scale, because the pre- 
sent planting machines could not 
handle the seeds which had already 
been dampened with the necessary 
amounts of auxin. 

The strangest part about this sub- 
stance is the fact that in some plants 
and under certain circumstances it 
retards growth, which might seem 
a paradox, but as the auxin gener- 
ally forms in the tip of the plant 
this ^ould tend to take it away 
from other parts of the plant and to 
slow their growth. This and the re- 
action of the auxin on différent 
layers of tissues of plants are things.

THIMANN DEVELOPS AUXIN 

Great new possibilities in the line 
of commercial production and re- 
production of valuable hybrid 
trees are opened up by the recent 
development in the Biological 
Laboratories of a substance known 
as auxin. This has made it pos- 
sible to propagate certain tree- 
cuttings that it was never possible 
to grow before. 

Kenneth V. Thimann, assistant 
professor of Plant Physiology, was 
one of the first men ever to 
synthesize auxin, and the pure pro- 
duction has permitted many ex- 
periments that would be impossible 
otherwise. It is a kind of stimulus 
to plant growth which tends to en- 
large the cells of a plant's com- 
position. 

There arc two important applica- 
tions of this substance, the first 
of which . is in trees. . Under the

The powder is à "globulin," a pro- 
in substance derived from the 
asma of the beef blood; plasma is 
e fluid portion of the blood from 
hich the red and white cells have 
een removed.

HONOR SYSTEM CONSTITimON 
OF PRINCETON UNIVERSITY 
Article I 

Section 1. There shall be a 
committee consisting of seven 
members who shall represent the 
student body and deal with all 
cases involving . violations of the 
Honor System. 

Section 2. The members of this 
committee shall be the Presidents 
of the four classes and three others, 
two to be members of the Senior 
Class and one a member of the 
Junior Class. ' 

, Section 3. The President of the 
Sophomore Class shall automati- 
cally become the second Junior 
member of the -, committee at the 
beginning of hi^^M'. year. In 
case he is elected Président of the 
Junior Class the second Junior 
member of the committee shall be 
appointed by the Senior Council. 

Section 4. The President of the 
Junior Class and the second Junior 
member of the committee shall 
automatically become members of 
the committee at the beginning of 
their Senior year. In case one of 
these Junior members is elected 
President of the Senior Class, the 
third Senior , member shall, be ap- 
pointed by the Senior Council. 

Section 5. The President of the 
Senior Class shall be the chairman 
of the committee, and the President 
of the Junior Class shall be the 
clerk. 

Article n. ' 

Section 1. If any member shall 
for any reason become incapacitated 
from holding office, a member of 
the same class. shall be appointed 
by the Senior Council. 

Section 2. If action of the com- 
mittee becomes necessary before 
the fall elections of the class presi- 
dents have taken place, the three 
presidents . at that time, together 
with the Senior member who had 
served in his Junior year, shall con- 
stitute a temporary committee for 
the particular cases with the same 
regulations of power, procedure, 
and penaltiès adopted in this con- 
stitution. 

Articie in. 

Section 1. The committee shall 
have power to summon the accused 
persons and witnesses, and to con- 
duct a formal investigation. The 
committee shall determine whether 
the accused person or persons be 
guilty or not guilty of violating the 
Honor .'System. In case of con- 
viction the penalty shall be récom- 
mended to the Faculty of the 
separation from college . of the man 
or men convicted, with the addi- 
tion in extreme cases of publication 
to a mass meeting of the College 
of such facts and names in the case 
as the committe shall see fit; the 
penalty shall be rigidly inflicted as 
hereinafter provided in 'Article III, 
Section 2. 

Section 2. Recommendation to 
the Faculty for alleviation of pun- 
ishment shall occur only upon 
unanimous, vote of the entire com- 
mittee. In case of such unanimous 
vote to recommend leniency the 
recommendation shall not be sent 
to the Faculty until a second 
meeting of the committee is held 
one week after the first, at which 
time' the motion for recommenda- 
tion of leniency shall be reconsid- 
ered. The accused shall appear at 
this meeting. If this motion is 
again passed unanimously, ,it shall 
be forwarded to the Faculty. If at 
this time the motion for leniency 
fails to pass unanimously, the re- 
commendation to the Faculty shall 
be separation from thé University. 
The punishment to be imposed in 
case recommendation for leniency 
is made shall be no less tiian im- 
mediate suspension from the Uni- 
versity for one term, . i. e., 18 
scholastic weeks, taking effect as 
soon> as possible thereafter. Such 
recommendation shall . only be 
made in very exceptional cases 

Sec. 3. The committee shall make 
a single report to the Faculty- of 
all cases acted upon during one 
series of examinations consisting of 
a brief resume of evidence taken, 
their decision in the case, and the 
recommendation of .the penalty to 
be imposed. 

Article IV. 

Section 1. The place and time of 
meeting shall be left to the Chair- 
man of-the coihmlttee. 
" Sec. 2. The trial shall be formal 
and cotiduciéd in' the following 
maimer, with the President of the 



Senior Class as. the chairman, and 
the President of the Junior Class 
as clerk. Witnesses against the ac-j 
cused shall be taken first and then 
testimony taken in full. The accused 
shall be called separately and al- 
lowed to make his statement, pre- 
senting witnesses for his defense. 
All witnesses and the accused may 
be questioned by memijèrs of the 
committee and a decision then ren- 
dered according to the law of the 
evidence. 

Article V. 

Section 1. Violations of the Honor 
System shall consist of any attempt 
to receive assistance from written 
or printed aids or from any per- 
sons or papers, or in any attempt to 
give assistance, whether - the . one 
so doing has completed his own 
paper or not. This rule holds both 
within and without the examination 
room during the entire time in 
which the examination is in pro- 
gress, that is, until all papers have 
been handed in. 

Sec. 2. Violations shall also con- 
sist in obtaining or attempting to 
obtain previous to any examina- 
tions, - copies of the examination 
papers, or the questions to appear 
thereon, or to gain any illegal 
knowledge of these questions. 

Sec. 3. Any man not signing the 
pledge placed upon the eMminatlon 
paper will be notified , by the pro- 
fessor holding the examination, and 
if unable to sign he will be reported 
to thè- committee for investigation. 
Inability to sign the pledge to an 
'examination paper upon notifica- 
tion by the professor or by the com- 
mittee shall be prima facie evidence 
of violation of the Honoi: System. 

Sec. 4. The pledge is as follows: 
"I pledge my honour as a gentle- 
man that during this examination 
I have neither given nor received 
assistance." This must at all times 
be written in full and signed by the 
student. 

Article VI. 
The several committees shall keep 
a record ot all cases acted upon in 
their sessions, without mentioning 
the names of the accused, also a re 
cord '■ of successive actions of mass 
meetings with respect to the Honour 
System. These records, together 
with the constitution, shall be pre 
served by the Senior member of 
the committee each year, for the 
instruction of that committee. 

Article VII. 
This constitution may be amended 
by a three-fourths vote of those pre- 
sent at a mass meeting of the col 
lege. 

Article VIII. 
The constitution shall be publish- 
ed in the Daily Princelonian during 
the first month of each college year, 
and within a week immediately pre 
ceding the mid-year and final 
examinations. It shall also be pub- 
lished in à pamphlet, copies of 
which shall be issued to every man 
upon admission to the University.

A TESTAMENT TO YOUTH. 

(By Philip F. LaFoHelte, Governor 
of Wisconsin.) 

Students in our colleges and uni- 
versities, you are beginning a new 
school year in troubled times. 

While you are; preparing for 
peaceful pursuits, in Europe men 
and women your age are preparing 
for war. Like you, they wanted to 
be teachers, scientists and lawyers. 
They wanted peace but have none. 
They wanted security but have 
none. They are living on the crater 
of a volcano they did not create. It 
is an heritage of the World War. 
It is a legacy forced on ^hem by the 
short-sightedness of an older gen- 
eration. They are compelled to dis- 
charge the terms of its hatreds, am- 
bitions, and arrogance.' - ' 

Most of you, like most European 
students, were born during or im- 
mediately after the World War. 
That event and its consequences 
dominate your lives. 7 have listen- 
ed- to you speak. Your words are in 
the past . tense. "The war . was hor- 
rible. Men were slaughtered. Civ- 
ilizations were shakep," you say. 
You read about the event in books. 
You- saw a "lost generation" dra- 
matized on the stage and screen. 

A Lost Generation. 

Students in our colleges. and uni- 
versities, look at the person stand- 
ing beside you. You and he are in 
danger, of becoming part of another 
"lost generation," for you have 
conie into the full Inheritance of the 
present tense. 

If Europe goes to war, and this 
nation with it, you will carry the 
burden of the attack. Your dreams 
of self -betterment ' will burst with 
the fragments, of shells. All your 
noblé' and 'generous impulses will be 
perverted to base ends— not ' those 
Of ' some ' one you read about, but 
youirirhpulses. 

I belonged to the lost- generation 
whose life you saw draniatized. My 
generation inherited brfore the war 
the evils of our rapid industrial de- 
velopment. During my school years 
a progressive spirit— and I use "pro- 
pressive" in the broader sense- 
arose in this land to challenge those 
evils. Everywhere, common men 
and women were, determined to re- 
gain for themselves, the economic 
freedom on which political and in- 
tellectual freedom rests. This cru- 
sading spirit promised to triumph 
over the' forces that oause wars. But 
just as 'this spirit found expression, 
it was crushed by'thé forces of war. 

• A Nation At War. 

The nation found itself at war. 
The constructive spirit of . our peo- 
ple was. shifted . forcefully from 
farms and shops to battlefields. We 
were told, Uiat there we would find 
our salvation.' The battlefield would 
settle all the troublesome problems, 
not only of youth, but of the, whole 
nation. Instead of ' settling those 
problems it destroyed the' people 
who were to benefit by their solu- 
tion. The road back to peace was 
travelled by a lost generation. 

The war did not solve our prob- 
lems. It multiplied them and the 
evils which cause war. The eco- 
nomic depression of 1929 was one of 
the consequences of the war. That 
depression has continued and is still 
with us today because we have fail- 
ed to' act in the face of the problems 
which have accumulated sihde war. 

Battle with the evils of today re- 
quires greater Valor, heroism, de- 
votion and self-sacrifice than is de- 
manded on any battlefield. Students 
in our colleges and universities, this 
is your fight You are called upon 
to hattle on' two fronts: the battle 
of today ..and 'the. battle delayed by 
25 years.

your .sympathies will be with some 
of the parties to it. But do not let 
those honorable sympathies deflect ! 
your generation, as they did mine, j 
from the tasks at home. I know 
your yeamhig for self-justification 
and the joy that comes from servfce 
to an ideal greater than the indi- 
vidual. But the. self-justification 
and joy can. be found, not 3,000 
miles away from your schools, but 
in the towns, cities and villages in 
which you live. That self-fulfilment 
can be found— if must be found- 
in solving the problems that make 
for' wari The experiences of my 
generation speak with melancholy 
eloquence on the futility of finding 
salvation on battlefields. 

Consider America's Needs. 

Students in our colleges and uni- 
versities, focus your eyes on what 
needs to be done in America.. Fo- 
cus your eyes upon the task of mak- 
ing democracy function in the eco- 
nomic life as well as' the political 
life of our nation. Remember that 
the democratic ideal of equality 
means economic opportunity as well 
as political liberty. , ■ 

In your classrooms, laboratories 
and librarié8,'|let one fundannental 
question dominate your thoughts as 
you go through the school year: 
What can I contribute to this coun- 
try in . talents and attitudes which 
'will enable it to enjoy freedom,' 
peace, and plenty? Your contribu-. 
tions may vary in degrees of im- 
portance. But the constancy of that 
question will enable all of you to 
discharge your obligation to the 
present with honor. It will prevent 
your generation from being charac- 
terized by history as another lost 
generation.— The Hatchet (Cîcorge 
Washington University).
